A French Newspaper In London, 1660, 
In uo history of British journalism or 
account of William Dugard do I find 
any mention of hi* publishing in L in­ 
don a weekly French newsjiajier entitled 
Nouvelle* Ord)mures de Louin**, yet 
this is surely the most singular incident 
in his checkered career. 
The National 
library at Paris po—©—QU tw o.quarto 
volumes of this newsjiajier, extending 
from July ll, 1650, to Jan. 14, 1658. 
These were presented to the Minim 
monastery, Place Royale, which in 
1644, shortly after its foundation, had 
a library of 6,000 volumes, one of tho 
best in Paris. By 1790, when it wa* dis­ 
persed, it had increased to 17,000 vol­ 
umes. 
The two quartos were, with 
many other books, the gift of a Parisian 
named Desoouibes, of whom nothing is 
known. 
They found their way at the 
revolution into tile library of the tribu 
mite, a body which was abolisher! in 
1807, and they then passed to the Im ­ 
perial (now National) library. 
Des**nmbe* was apparently a subscrib­ 
er to Dugard’s jiajier and had it bound 
in 200 numbers at a time. 
It would be 
interestiug to know how a London news- 
paper then reached foreign subscribers, 
for it must be presumed that most of 
these subscribers were foreigner*, though 
the jmper was sold by Nicolas Bourne at 
the South Gate, Old Change; Francis 
Ty ton, at the Three Daggers, near Tem­ 
ple Gate, and Mary Constable, at the 
Key, Westminster hall.

contaiu mostly English news, but there 
are all ort paragraphs of continental 
event*.—Notes and Queries.

In apartment house* in Russia the 
lodgings which open an the courtyard 
rent for a lower price, says a writer in 
Lijipinoott’s, because the entrance is 
through a port** rn ic here, or, at night, 
through a wicket therein. This I* an 
unobjectionable, rather an aristocratic, 
arrangement in a private house, but 
elsewhere the courtyard may contain 
too many stables, workshops or even a 
large number of oows to supply dairy 
shoji**, which profess to d«ml in Finnish 
—that is to say, in pure country—but­ 
ter, cream and milk. 
In this case also 
the winter's supply <rf wood for the 
great house is sun* to be sta re d in pile* 
a couple of stories high ao clote to the 
leu* desirable lodgings that the prefect 
of the town wa* obliged to is*u** an or­ 
der protecting the poorer inhabitants 
and regulating the position of the wood 
pile* at a proper distance from the 
building fen' light and air. 
Our researcher revealed the fact that 
very few * ‘furnished” lodgings provided 
either towels, bed linen, coverlets or 
pillows, or anything, in fact, beyond 
the bare bedstead* and furniture, 
of 
coarse we were aware theoretically that 
this is a reminiscence of tile day* when 
every lauded proprietor traveled accoil! 
ponied by an entire housekeeping outfit 
and *taff of servant* when he under 
took those long carriage journeys which 
preceded tile days of railway* aud which 
are still compulsory in some parts of 
the empire. 
Nevertheless, in practice, 
we were not prepared to accept this be­ 
yond towels, and we protested that no 
traveler should be obliged to drag such 
bulky objects atmut with him in these 
day* of improved transit facilities. The 
logic of thi* argument was not very 
"strong on our side, it is true, tint nu st 
travelers will agree with us neverthe 
less The Russian lodging house people, 
in return, seemed to regard u* with 
amusement and pity because we did not 
posses* these things and declined to par 
chase them. Their idea must have boort 
that we were accustomed to sleep in 
oar olothe*. like their own peasant*. 
in sum*' ease* ti, y were wining ic 
provide tile bed furnishings for a con­ 
sideration, hut they regarded one towel 
aweek and one change of linei a moult 
as ample.
